Gresham’s Friends Again Hopeful 
That He Will Make the Race. 


A Boom Springing Up for Senator 
Kyle of South Dakota. 


Weaver's Opponents Making Vigorous 
Efforts to Defeat Him—Outline of 
the Proposed Platform as Far 
as Completed,

| Omana (Neb.,) July 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Amid the booming of 
cannon, waving of flags, and under the 
inspiration of patriotic oratory the Na- 
tional People’s party will celebrate the 
National day of the Republic tomorrow 
by nominating an independent candi- 
date for President of the United States. 
‘*‘The spirit of 1776" is the favorite 
motto of the latter-day reformers, and 
much of the inspiration of the hour is 
gathered from the frequent declaration | 
of the leaders, that in the _ people’s 
wrongs of today isa parallel to the 
grievances of 1776, and soin revolution 
alone can the wrongs be righted, but 
the revolution today isto be wrought 
by the ballot and in the campaign the 
voice of the people will be more power- 


ful than the clash of arms or 
roar of cannon. The true. toc- 
sin is to be sounded, but as 


a signal alarm to a slumbering people 
for a gr ext victory to be won, to be all 
the more triumphant because it is the 
result of a campaign of education. 
‘‘Land, transportation and finance’? is 
to be the battle cry from now to next 
November. To correct abuses which 
have grown up under the ownership of 
the first, the monopoly of the second 
and the tyranny of the third, is the 
avowed mission of the great political 
party. 

Who isto be the candidate of the 
new political party no one can predict. 
Only one man would be uncomplain- 
ingly accepted by all, and he is nota 
member of the party. The great jurist 
of Indiana remains the popular favorite, 
and although he is said to have stated 
that he would not accept the nomina- 
tion on any platform, Gresham is to- 
night the candidate of an aggressive 
faction, which insists that he will ac- 
cept the nomination if tendered 
him, and ‘that the success of the 
party depends on his being named. 

here is every indication that Gresh- 
am’s name will be _ presented to 
the convention by his admirers and an 
attempt made to force his nomination 
in the enthusiasm of the hour. Gen. 
Weaver of Iowa, Senator Kyle of South 
Dakota and ex-Senator Van Wyck of 
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believe something with 
patches to and from Gresham. 

The climax of the rejuvenated 
-Gresham boom was the formal action of 
the Illinoig, delegation. 
oie to stand by the Judge from start 
to finish on the slizhtest definite intelli- 
gence from himthat he would accept 
the nomination. Added significance is 
given to the decision from the fact that 
the delegation constitutes by far the 
largest one in the convention. 

It is reported that John Devlin, of the 
| general executive board of Knights of 
Labor, accompanied the committee 
seeking Gresham. Devlin, it is said, 
bears a letter from Powderly urging 
Gresham to accept. A prominent Re- 
publican, a long-time friend of Gresham, 
is said to have sent a similar letter. 


KYLE AND WEAVER. 


Their Respective Partisans Hard at Work 
for Them.

With the exception of Kyle, however, 
no name has been brought forward 
which has elements of strength and 
availability. 

It seems likely that Weaver will enter 
the convention with a larger following 
than any other mau, though efforts to 
find a match for him in the convention 
are being pushed with vigor. The 
mainspring of the objection to Weaver 
|is his previous greenback record. 

At midnight Kyle’s supporters are 
claiming that New York has voted to 
support the South Dakota man, and his 
nomination on first ballot is practically 
assured, 

The Kansas and Nebraska delegations 
met in caucus#tonight. Kansas urged 
Van Wyck forthe Presidency with the 
field in second place. After considera- 
ble discussion the Nebraskans were per- 
suaded, but one man said Van Wyck had 
positively declined, sothe meeting ad- 
journed till tomorrow, when another 
meeting will be neld and an effort made 
to effect a combine against Weaver. 

New York, July 3.—A Washington 
dispatch says that Senator Kyle, when 
asked if he would accept the nomina- 
tion from the People’s party, said that 
he would answer their telegram of in- 
quiry tomorrow, but he did not think he 
would accept it.

Neither do they 
now promise us any substantial reform. 
They have agreed together to ignore in the 
coming campaign every issue but one. 
They propose to drown out the cries 
of a plundered people with the up- 
roar of a sham battle over _-tar- 
iff, so that capitalistic corporations 
national banks, rings, trusts, watered 
stocks, demonetization of silver and op- 
pression of usurers may all be lost sight of, 
They propose to sacrifice our homes, lHves 
and children on the altar of mammon, to 
destroy’ the multitude in order to secure 
corruption funds from millionaires. 
Assembled on the anniversary of the 
birth of the Nation and filled with the 
spirit of the grand generation which es- 
tablished our independence, we seek to re- 
store the government of the republic tothe 
hands of ‘the plain people,’’ with which 
class it originated. We assert our purpose 
to be identical with the purpose of the 
National Constitution: form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, insure do- 
inestic tranquility, provide for common 
defense, promote the general welfare and 
secure the blessings of liberty for ourselves 
and posterity.’’ We declare that this repub- 
lig can only endure as a free government 
upon the love of the whole people for each 
other and for the Nation; that it cannot be 


pinned together by bayonets; that the civil | 


war is over, and every passion and resent- 
ment which grew out of it must die with it, 
and that we must be, in fact as we are in 
name, one united brotherhood of freemen. 

Our country finds itself confronted by 
conditions for which there is no precedent 
in the history of the world. Our annual 
productions amount to billions 
of dollars in vaiue, which must within a 
few weeks or months be exchanged 
for billions of dollars of commodities con- 
sumed in their production. The existing 
currency supply is wholly inadequate to 
make thisexchange. The results are fall- 
ing prices, the formation of combines and 
rings, and the impoverishment of the pro- 
ducing class. We pledge ourselves that if 
given the power, we will laborto correct 
these evils by wise and reasonable legisia- 
tion. 

We believe the powers of the Govern 
ment should be expanded as inthe case of 
the postal service as rapidly and as far as 
the good sense of the intelligent people and 
the teachings of experience shall justity, 
tothe endthat oppression, injustice and 
poverty shall eventually cease in the land. 

While our sympathies as the party of 
reform are naturally upon the side of every 
proposition which will tend to make men

Pennoyer of Oregon is much discussed 
by the tree silver men, and the Pacific 
Coast delegates are caucusing on the 
advisability of supporting him solidly. 
Senator Stewart of Nevada and Gen. 
A. J. Warner of Ohio are also promi- 
nently mentioned by the silver men, 
and John F. - Willits of Kansas, na- 
tional lecturer of the Alliance, and Paul 
Vandervort of Nebraska are also sug- 
gested by their friends. Thereis every 
probability that at least a dozen candi- 
dates will be balloted for in tomorrow’s 
convention. 

Very little attention will be paid to 


the ticket is selected, but half a dozen 
or more prominent Southern leader are 
mentioned. The complications over 
the Presidency may result in a contest 
over the report of the Committee on 
Rules tomorrow morning. The report 
embodies a scheme of voting by which a 
nomination is almost certain on ‘or 
before the third ballot. In brief, the 
plan is that if no nominee has received 
a majority on the first ballot, a second 
ballot shall at once be taken, wherein 
each delegate must write on the ballot 
the name of his first choice and second 
choice; the first choice to be given one 
vote and the second choice half a vote; 
the two candidates receiving the largest 
number of votesto be the only candi- 
dates for whom votes will be counted 
on the third ballot.

It Comes Up Strong—His Alleged Decli- 
nations Not Credited. 

Onana (Neb.,) July 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. | The ‘Gresham movement 
came up tonight seemingly stronger 
thanever. J. N. Smith, an Illinois del- 
egate, who has just arrived from Chi- 
cago, fresh from an interview with Otto 
Gresham, the Judge’s son, brought glad 
tidings. A meeting of the illinois dele- 
gation was held and after Smith had 
unfolded his news the delegates scat- 
tered about the hotels, trumpeting the 
Judge’s name with vigor. T. Z. Ma- 
garell of Chicago was one of the most 
active of the Gresham missionaries, 
This evening, after the arrival of Smith, 
Magarell stated that Otto Gresham hai 
assured Smith that no authorized com- 
munications from the People’s party

The 
People’s party, he said, would never 
amount to anything until it took up the 
ideas of Nationalism. Kernachan of 
Kansas, Brandenthal of Massachusetts 
and Hobbs of Maine all reported Na- 
tionalism increasing. Barnes of Michi- 
gan suggested that they carry out Bel- 
lamy’s ideas by establishing a codpera- 
tive laundry ineachtown. In speaking 
of the prospects of the People’s party 
he stated that Michigan could be counted 
on for 75,000 votes.

THE PLATFORM. 


The Preamble and Some of Its 
Completed. 

Omana (Neb.,) July 3.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] (The sub-Committee on 
Resolutions was in session today and 
considered various pianks which it pro- 
poses to append to the resolutions 
already aRopted by the full committee. 
Among the’ planks is one denouncing 
the Pinkerton system and demanding 
its abolition; condemning invasion in 
Wyoming by cattlemen; favoring pen- 
sions to ex-Union soldiers and sailors; 
denouncing the present ineffective laws 
against contract labor. 

It was decided to refer the eight-hour 
plank to the main committee as well as 
the educational plank. 

The sub-committee decided to recom- 
mend toa full committee the adoption 
of the following;

The -sub-Committee on Resolutions 
has agreed upon a preambie to the plat- 
form. It sets forth; 


Assembled upon the 116th anniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence, the Peo- 
ple’s party, invoking the biessings of Al. 
mighty God, puts forth in the name of the 
people of the country the following pre. 
amble and declaration of principles: 

We meetin the midst of a Nation brought 
to the verge of moral, political and mater- 
jalruin. Corruption dominates the ballot 
box, legislatures and Congress, and even 
touches the ermine of the bench. The peo. 
ple are demoralized. Most of the States 
have been compelled to isolate voters at 
polling places to prevent universal intimi- 
“dation or bribery. .Newspapers are sub- 
sidized or muzzled; public opinion 1g si- 
lenced; business is prostrated. Our homes 
are covered with mortgages: labor is im- 
poverished; land is concentrating in the 
hands of capitalists. Workmen are denied 
the sight of organization for self-protec- 
tion; imported, pauperized labor beats 
down their wages: a hireling§ stand. 
ing army, unrecognized, by law 
is established to shoot them down 
and they are rapidly degenerating to 
the European condition. The fruits of 
the toil of millions are boldly stolen to 
buildup colossal fortunes unprecedented 
in the history of mankind, and the posses- 
sion of these will ia turn destroy Re- 
public and endanger liberty. 

From the same prolific womh of govern- 
mentinjustice we breed two great classes—

Second—That wealth belongs to him who 

created it, and every dollar taken from in- 
dustry without equivalent is robbery. “If 
‘any man will not work, neither shall he 
eat.’’ The interests of rural and civic 
labor are the same, their enemies are iden- 
tical. 

Third—-We believe the time has come 
when railroad corporations must either 
own the people or the people own the cor- 
porations, and should the Government en- 
ter upon the work of owning and manag. 
ing any or all railroads we should favor 
an amendment to the Constitution 
that all employés upon such roads shall for 
the time being forego the exercise of their 
rightof suffragein accordance with the 
precedent established by the Constitution 
as to the inhabitants of the District of Co- 
lum bia. 

The platform will demand a constitu- 
tional amendment limiting the offices of 
President and Vice-President to one 
term and providing for the election of 
United States Senators by direct vote 
of the people.

ginning to End, but Luck Was Dead 
J Against Them—The Official 


HE 2000 people 
who were out at 
Athletic Club Park 
yesterday afternoon 
witnessed a game of 
National League 
baseball. Only one 
thing kept those who 


appreciate good ball 
from tenting ou their feet, throwing 
up their hats and shouting themselves 
hoarse, and that was the fact that the 
home team was holding onto the short 
end of the stfing all the way through. 

The game itself was a real ‘“hum- 
mer,’’ a royal battle between two clubs 
made up of well-matched giants. It 
was one of those scientific, machine- 
like exhibitions that has charmed hun- 
dreds and thousands of people all over 
the country with the national pastime. 
However, as a machine-like exhibi- 
tion the comparison must be said to end 
with the perfection of play by the mem- 
bers of the two clubs. It cannot 
he said that each player had a place in 
the ‘‘machine,’’ because every indi- 
vidual, without a single exception, went 
after everything in sight regardless of 
all consequences but the chance to re- 
tire a man. Nothing was shirked by 
anybody, and time after time impossi- 
bilities were turned into assists which 
almost took the breath away from the 
spectators as they saw runners retired 
after lining out what seemed safe shots. 

Nicholas Lookabaugh, who appears 
to get more and more effective, the 
harder he is worked, again went 
into the. box for the Duke and 
pitched his first victory of the 
week. He did not pitch for strike- 
outs, but floated the ball across the 
plate and trusted to the men behind 
him. He fielded his position well and 
watched the bases like a hawk, keeping 
the runners close to the cushions. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances, and with 
ordinary minor league fielding, Nicho- 
las would have suffered badly indeed, 
but the phenomenal support given him 
would have won a game from the 
Bostons. 

Capt. Hiram Buckram Ebright car- 
ried off the in-field honors with eleven 
chances, all of which were accepted 
without a flaw. And they were not 
easv onesby long odds. Many a time 
the ball was shot at Buckram with a 
force that would have carried a med- 
ium-sized German offhisfeet. On other 
occasions he would sprint half way 
across the field, blockan apparently safe 
hit and retire his man. Big Bill, not to 
be outdone by his superior, took a hand 
in cutting offsafe hits himself and ac- 
cepted eight out of nine chances. 

Capt. Gienalvin’s record for the after- 
noon is second to the German captain’s, 
only because he had fewer opportun- 
ities to distinguish himself. e cov- 
ered more ground than Ebright, and 
gracefully took in everything in sight. 
He completed the front end of a play 
which would have been the sensation of ' 
the season when he ran across into 
right field and blocked Clark’s hit with 
his left hand, picked it up with his 
right, s 
old *‘Pop.’? Neither the old gentleman 
nor any one else expected Glenalvin to 
get within reach of the ball, hence the 
runner was not retired only because 
McCauley was fielding his position in- 
stead of waiting on the base for the 
ball. 

Jimmy Stafford accepted all the hard 
chances that came his way, and *‘Kid”’ 
Hulen, as usual, distinguished himself 
with some ciean fielding. In the out- 
field the honors were captured by Tred- 
way and McGucken., 

the Angels lost the game through 
sheer hard luck. . By this statement it 
is not desired to detract anything from 
the victors, who are entitled to the 
credit. But it isa fact that Looka- 
baugh was hit much harder than Roach, 
but time after time the ball from a Los 
Angeles bat fell into some one’s pocket 
or else was gathered in the phenomenal, 
unprecedented fielding. No less than 
three times an opportunity was pre- 
sented to tie the score; but the single 
safe hit needed was not forthcoming, 
although the ball was hit hard in every 
instance. The only doubtful hits of the 
fame were made by the visitors. One 
was a bounder toward third by Denny, 
which nearly every one but McDonald 
thought was a foul. Hulen fielded it, 
gut the runner reached first just as the 
ball struck McCauley’s feet. Another 
was a “fungo’’ by ‘‘Happy Joseph,”’ 
which dropped just back of first base 
almost into McCauley’s hands. 

The Angels set the fielding pacein the 
first inning when the Dukes were held 
‘down totwo runs on four hits—a double 
by McGucken, and singles by Ebright, 
Dooley and Denny, and a passed ball. 

Two more were added in the fifth. 
McGucken again opened with a double, 
followed by ‘singles by Clark, Dooley 
and Denny, anda passed ball. The last 
run came intheeighth. Everett walked 
to first, McVey sacrificed him to second, 
Roach’s error gave Stallings a life and 
while he was stealing second Everett 
stole home on the throw. down. 

In the sixth Hassamaear opened with 
a single, but-Glenalvin’s hit forced him 
out at second. Glen reached third 
on Stafford’s singie and scored on New- 
maa’s sacrifice. In the fifth inning Los 
Angeles had two men on bases with 
only one out, buta incky double play 
retired the side. The same thing hap- 
pened again in the eighth.

BEET SUGAR. 


The Chino Factory Has Commenceu ou Tts 
nd Season. 


“Uncle has taken four out of five this 


The Chino beet-sugar factory resumed 
operations Saturday evening, and will 
keep going for at least six months. 
Under the law the factory cannot com- 


mence on beets untifafter the product 


of the previous season has been dis-~ 
posed of, and the first thing that will be 
done will be torun through the sirups 
left over from the former crushing. 
This will take about a week, and the 
factory will then commence on new 
beets. 7 

In connection with the opening up of 
the Chino factory the following special 
dispatch from Washington, of date of 
July 1, is of interest: 


The Department of Agriculture has issued 
a bulletin giving the result of experiments 
with the sugar beetin 1891. Eight sam- 
ples were received from California. The 
average size of the bects was entirely too 
large, being forty-eight ounces. The aver- 
age percentage of sugar in the various sam- 
ples was 11.06. The highest percentage of 
sugar was 13.35,with a beet weighing 
twenty-three oun and the lowest was 
8.35 in a beet weteuteer sixty-two ounces. 
The average yield to the acre as reported 
was 14.2 tons, showing a theoretical yield 
of sugar of 2188 pounds. 

Thirty-five samples were received from 
Oregon containing an average percentage 
of 13.8 of sugar and an average weight of 
twenty-three ounces. Samples were re- 
ceived from Jackson county showing 17.99 
per cent. of sugar with a weight of twenty 
ounces. *‘The samples trom Oregon are,”’ 
the report says, ‘‘umiformly rich in qual- 
ity. and if they truly represent the capa- 
bilities of the State there certainly is a 
bright future forthe beet-sugar industry 
in that portion of the Pacific Coast, 

‘Eleven samples were received from Wash- 
ington, from six counties. The averarge 
percentage of sugar in the beets was 14.47 
andthe average weight eighteen ounces. 
The richest samples, two in number, were 
from Stevens county, showing an average 
of 17.51 per cent. ot sugar and averaging 
in weight only ten ounces. With the excep- 
tion of two, all the samples received from 
Washington were of high saccharine 
‘strength. 

Eighteen samples were received from Ne- 
vada from three counties, of which one— 
Washoe—furnished fifteen. The average 
per centage of sugar in a beet for the State 
was 17.02, and the average weight of the 
beets was elevenounces. Fifteen samples 
from Washoe county showed the average 
percentage of sugar of 18.02, andan aver- 
age weight of nine ounces. Only two sam- 
ples were received from Arizona. They 
were both very much overgrown, being 
about three times as large as the normal 
beet should be. As would be expected, the 
of sugar was very low. the aver- 


age. of the two samples being 7. 69 per cent.

The following important dispatch 


was sent from here on June 80 at the 
request of the St. Louis Republic by 
Col. Blanton Duncan: 

“Los ANGELES, June 30, 1892. 

“The St. Louis Republic—Answering 
your request I am informed by the best 
authority that.Gen. J. W. Foster was 
not only the paid attorney of Balmas 
ceda’s minister, but that he was also 
the attorney for Spain, Mexico, China 
and other governments, his pay said to 
aggregate $60,000 per annum. 

Judge ‘Brunson, an eminent lawyer 
here, makes no concealment that he was 
emplayed by the Balmacedan govern- 
menz, prior to his appointment at the 
inszance of Foster to be special United 
Szates attorney, and that, as such 
he was under the direction of 
Foster. Brunson is not in the 
city: today. The present Chilean 
minister, n Pedro Montt, is under 
no obligations to conceal:the acts of 


_ the usurpér dictator, and could proba- 
bly give all of the facts as toemploy-| 
. ménts and dates. 


“Senator Cockrell could demand the 
production of the numerous telegrams 
sent here by Foster, which professedly 
came from the Department of Justice, 
but are probably copied in the State 
Department and also in the Western 
Union office. 

“The exposure of all this gross viola- 
tion of international law should be de. 
mapded, to exculpate this Nation 
the. derelictions of offenders. 

-‘Demand should be made for the 
enormous fee bill sent from the Mar- 
shal’s office here, said to be approved 
by Foster and Miller, but refused pay- 
ment by the accounting officers. Only 
a small portion thereof was paid. 

“Upon the adverse decision being 
rendered dispatches from the justice 
department ordered an immediate ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court and the for- 


warding of the record, when there was 


no appeal in such cases. In legal 
circles the government was made a 
laughing stock of, and raised the query 
whether ‘the Supreme Judges were of 
this caliber.

BEAUTIES OF LOS ANGELES. 
Editor— 


Impressions of a . Pennsylvania 
Fraits and Flowers. 

The smaller Eastern papers continue 
to have very flattering notices of Cali- 
fornia and Los Angeles, as a result of 
the recent editorial visit. One of the 
latest is the following from the Pine- 
grove (Pa.) Herald, whose editor was 
one of the party: 

Although we saidin our last letter that 
Los Angeles was hottest place,’ it 


-was nevertheless cool after 6 o'clock in the 


evening and we slept comfortably under 
blankets. . 

The growth of Los Angeles as a city 
dates back but a few years, and it is a 
modern city of most cosmopolitan charac- 
ter in every sense of the world. With a 
population representing nearly every na- 
tion of the world, public-spirited and full 
of energy, daily ‘undertaking great enter- 
prises both of a public and private nature. 
In relation to the surrounding country, Los 
Angeles is the natural center and two 
transcontinental railways make the city 
their headquarters. When the line of 
the great Santa Fé, the one we were 
traveling on, was extended to Los Angeles 
in 1886, the population was 12,000. To- 
day it is 60,000 and rapidly increasing. 
The humble and temporary board struc- 
tures and low, brick buildings, common to 
the streets of new towns, are giving way to 
Squares of magnificent modern business 
blocks and elegant and costly residences. 
The city has numerous public as well as 

ate palaces. The City Hall, the Court 
ouse, the Federal building, the High 
School building, all of recent construction, 
are the most prominent. The United 
States Army Headquarters, Department of 
Arizona, are located here, and the Univer. 
sity of Southern California, the State 
Normal school and a large number of 
smaller institutions of learning, contribute 
to the educational advantages of the city. 
Within the city are cable, electric and 
horse railways, with an aggregate mijeage 
of over seventy miles. The city has fifteen 


banks, with assets of $12,000,000. While

A Fresh Attempt to Climb Mt. St, Etias 
to be Made Soon. 
[San Francisco Call.] 

Two United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey men, McGrath and Turner 
by name, are at present at Yakutat 
Bay, east of Mt. St. Elias, and propose 
camping there with their party until 
the Alaskan wintér drives them out. 
They expect to bring back with them 
some specific information as to the 
height of Mt. St. Elias, which has never 
yet been scaled by man. 

The mountain is wrapped in a perpet- 
ual mantel of clouc and snow, and by 
reason of its glaciers and avalanches is 
very difficult to ascend. Three-quar- 
ters of its height was climbed last sum- 
mer by. Prof. Israel Russell, who now 
figures that its summit is 18, 000 feet 
above sea level. 

The generally accepted measurement 
is 19,500 feet, as reported by Capt. 
Dall, of the Coast Survey. Malespina, 
the ‘old Dutch | navigator, made it 
17,854 feet; Tebenkoff, with his Rus- 
sian method, figured it 16,938; La 
Parouse, with fine French calculation, 
called it 12,661, and two British navy 
men made it 14,970 and 17,864, re- 
spectively..

| law, growing out ot an incident that 


took place Saturday, and which is lia- 
ble to put a stop to all street improve- 
ment under this law until its validity is 
tested in the courts. On Saturday the 
first installmént of interest on the 
Eighteenth and Twenty-cighth street 
bonds, the first streets improved under 
the law, fell duc. As near as can be 
ascertained, no notice had been served 
by the holders of the bonds on the prop- 
erty-owners, and in conséquetice but 
few of them paid théir interest. No 
effort was made by the contractors, or 
the holders of the bonds, to collect the 
interest, but on the contrary, City 
Treasurer Johnson was at once served 
with a hotice to enforce the law, which 
provides that in case of the interest be- 
coming delingnent, he shall at once de- 
clare the bonds due and payable, and 
proceed forthwith to sell the property 
to meet them. To say thatthe inter- 
ested property-owners are indignant 
over the matter is putting it mildly. It 
is claimed that this action is taken by 
the contractors for the purpose of get- 
ting a “cinch” on the property-holdefs, 
for the réason that they have been un- 
able to place the bonds satisfactorily, 
and it is. being done to force cash pay- 
ments to prevent a cloud being cast on 
the titles. Several of those caught 
napping have taken legal advice, and 
they say they intend nowto fight the 
legality of the bonds inthe courts. At 
any rate they say they do not propose 
to allow the contractors to run a bluff, 
and they will now ascertain just Where 
they stand before the law, and take 
steps accordingly. The whole question 
isanew one, and asitis of great im- 
portance to the city at large, it will 
doubtless go to the court of last resort 
for final settlement.

WEBSTER’S RELIGIOUS OPINIONS. 


His Personal Confession of Faith as Told 
to Rev. Thomas Worcester, 

Dr. Smith of Concord, N. H., fur- 
nishes the following letter of Daniel 
Webster to Rev. Thomas Worcester, 
formetly pastor of the Congregational 
Church in Salisbtry, which is accompa- 
nied with a confession of his religious 
faith, both of which are in his own 
handwriting.

‘I betieve that all true religion con- 
sists in the heart and the aifections, and.

“Finally, I believe that Christ has im- 
posed on all his disciples a life of active 
benevolence; that he who refrains only

‘JEWS IN IN FRANCE. 


Their Status as a Revealed by the De 
Mores-Mayer Duel. 


The New York Courier Des Etats Unis 
June 25 publishes the following edito- 
rial on the Mayer-De Mores duel in 
France, which tells what led up to that 
fatal event: 

A few days ago there was given in 
Paris Prince D'Auree, a comedy of 
the times, in which the author, Herr 
Lavedan, has drawn the character of a 
Jew, Baron De Horn, who plays.an 
odious role. Jules Lemaitre, describing 
the first presentation of this play in the 
Journal Des Delnits, wrote thus: | 

‘I need not say to youthat I person- 
ally have not the slightest prejudice 
against the Israelites. ‘They are an ex- 
traordinary race, whose history isthe 
most beantiful and the most tragic in 
the world, and they were at their origin 
an extremely nobie race, a pastoral peo- 
ple and warlike.” Just like the exile 
whose misfortunes have, made him a 
Pole, the Israelite can say, ‘It is our 
misfortunes that have made us Jews’ in 
the poptlar and worse sense of the 
word, During eighteen centuries 
Christian Europe has forced them to be 
preétminent in the interchange of 
money; however, this was not their 
fault. Therefore I do not dislike them 
in the least. We owe our God to them 
and their women are often marvels. of 
grace and of wit—and I am grateful 
that they are. There are Jews who 
are, and besides there are some who 
are not yet, millionaires. It is.@ race 
fertile in curbstone brokers, but fertile, 
too, in musicians, in authors of vaude- 
villes, in comedians, in writers of the 
pessimistic schoo] and in neurologists. 
They have come to love France as we 
love her, entirely 2s we love her—and 


which, let us not forget, is an incredi- 
ble mixture of all bloods.”’ 

The writer in the Debats, the Courier 
goes on to say. has perfectly outlined in 
these few words the sentiments of. the | 
great majority of the Christian F'rench- 
men toward French Israelites. We de- 
mand that they should love France like 
atrue Frenchman. If they fill this con- 
dition, ifthey attest their devotion to 
the common country by serving in the 
French army, what Frenchman worthy 
of the name will dream of approaching 
them with their Semitic origin? But 
there are Frenchmen and Frenchmen, 
as is proven by the unfortunate affair 
which today interests two worlds. ~
